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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/30/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The rejections remain for the reasons of record. Applicant now argues 
that the "different passage number" limitation obviates the prior art rejection, however 
applicant's specification appears to indicate that the passage number is irrelevant (page 
4, lines 20-22) and thus can not be considered an obvious distinction. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 & 7-27 remain rejected under 35 tJ.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Griffiths et al. (Scale-up of Suspension and Anchorage-Dependent Animal Cells in 
Basic Cell Culture Protocols, Edited by Pollard et al. Humana Press Inc., 1997, pp.59-75), 
and Pollard (Basic Cell Culture Protocols, Edited by Pollard et al. Humana Press Inc., 
1997, Step 14-20 on page 3 and Section 3.2 on page 4-5) on the same pound as stated in 
the previous Office Action.^ 

The claims remain rejected for the reasons of record. See the previous action. 

Applicant only argues that the passage number is different but the specification 
seems to indicate that that number is irrelevant. It would have been obvious at the time 
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the invention was made to use a production batch with any passage number wherein 
the cells maintain the desired phenotype and/or production capabilities. 

Accordingly, the claimed invention was prima facie obvious to one of ordinary 

skill in the art at the time the invention was made especially in the absence of evidence 

to the contrary.
